Tbo Cedar* of Lebanon. 


The cedars of Lebanon, once tho 


glory of the earth, have become like 
;he history of the past. 
Time was 


when their wide-spread branches, 
each forming a green plateau, one 
above another, flourished in all their 
.uxuriance nnd beauty on the far- 
lamed mountain of Lebanon. There 
was a time when the monarch of Tyre 
—a city then queen of nations—sent 
;housands of his workmen to fell 
;rees for the construction of the tem- 
ple of Jerusalem. Those who would 
riew the cedars of Lebanon now must 


somewhat affected by the fewness 


of their number, anil their decay and 
desolation. A little remnant is left, 
and the traveler gazes upon them 
with a feeling that has in it a touch 
of sadness. All through the middle 
ages a visit to the cedars of Lebanon 
was regarded by many persons in the 
,ight of a pilgrimage. Some of the 
trees were thought to have been 
planted by King Solomon himself, 
md were looked upon as sacred relics, 
[ndeed, the visitors took away so 
many pieces of wood from the bark, 
of <nhich to make crosses and other 
articles, that it was feared the trees 
would be destroyed. The once mag- 
nificent grove is but a speck on the 
11 ountain. Many.persons have taken 
t in the distance to be a wood of fir 
;rees; but on approaching nearer and 
aking a clear view, the trees resume 
lomewhat of their ancient majesty. 
The space they cover is not more than 
ialf a mile; but once amidst them, 
;he beautiful fan-like branches ovt>r- 
iead, the exquisite green of the 
younger trees, and the colossal size 
of the older ones, fill the mind with 
nterest and admiration. The trees 
are fast disappearing from the face of 
;he earth. Each succeeding traveler 
Inds them lower in number than his 
Dredecessor. 
There are now but 


seven remaining, which from their 
age and size, indicate they had an 
existence in Bible days.
